Tun Saturday Review regards her Majesty's Pro- 
elamation of neutrality as a deliberate sham. Our 
brilliant contemporary, as everybody knows, has of 
late been illustrating its zeal for constitutional liberty 
by deerying Sardinia and panegyrizing Austria. 
Demented with animosity to the French Emperor, 
and disgusted that England refuses to be frightened 
into a coalition with the most inveterate of European 
despotisms, it has now discovered even in Lord 
Derby a secret leaning towards France, and in the 
Proclamation a covert attack; on Austrian interests. 
The Proclamation, as our readers will recollect, de- 
nounces her Majesty's high displeasure against such 
of her subjects as venture, in the interest of any of the 
belligerents, either to levy troops, or to fit out ships, 
or to carry contraband goods, or to break blockades. 
Of these four offences, the first two are the only ones 
to which any punishment’ is attached by Act of Par- 
liamcnt, probably because they are the only two 
which cannot be prevented, and punished by the 
belligerents themselves. The Proclamation, accord- 
ingly, while specifying the Act of Parliament which 
condemns to fine and imprisonment those who levy 
troops or fit out ships, threatens no penalties on those 
who carry contraband goods, or break blockades, ex- 
cept the withdrawal from the offenders of the protection 
of the English flag, and their consequent exposure 
to hostile capture. Now this omission on the part of 
her Majesty is regarded by the Saturday Review as 
a “tacit permission to disregard the obligations of 
néutrality towards any Power which happens not to 
possess the means of enforcing the rights which the 
law of nations gives to countries engaged in war.” 
Hence the alleged one-sidedness of the document ; 
for, as Austria is powerless on the sea, while French 
ernisers are free to come and go where they please, 
it is argued that the neutrality will be broken with 
impunity in favour of France, but will be effectually 
observed as respeets her enemy. The Proclamation 
ought, therefore, says our contemporaty, to have 
prohibited the shipment of contraband goods, under 
penalty of seizure by our Custom House officers.

but little effect on the issue of the campaign. Well, 
then, are we now to supplement Austria’s deficiency, 
and give her the benefit of a fleet in addition to her 
enormous army? She has taken her choice and let her 
abide by it. She has neglected the development of a 
marine, and let her not now expect to have the advan- 
tage of one. She cannot have her cake and eatit. . 

It may be said, however, that although Austria has 
no right to ask the British Government to punish 
exporters of contraband goods, it is yet good policy 
of our Government to do so; that unless this be 
done, in fact, our neutrality is not an honest one, nor 
likely to be long preserved. “Besides the possibility 
of diplomatic disputes,” says our contemporary, 
“there is always the risk of a war frenzy being 
excited here by the capture of British vessels.” 
As to diplomatic disputes, they cannot azise, 
sufely, when it is admitted that “it is no 
part of the duty of a neutral country to punish 
or prevent violations of neutrality by its own sub- 
jects,” and as tothe risk of English vessels being 
captured by either belligerent, we would ask which 
belligerent is likely to capture British vessels? Is 
it Franee, which is benefited by the trade which she 
would thus suppress? or is it Austria, which is sup- 
posed to be so powerless at sea that she is unable to 
exercise this belligerent right ? Even supposing Aus- 
tria to make ‘a few captures fin the Adriatic, we may 
rest assured that no war frenzy will be thereby ex- 
cited in the British mind. The proprietors of the 
captured vessels have their eyes opened by her Ma- 
jesty’s Proclamation, and if they venture in the way 
of the few Austrian vessels that are lurking in the 
harbour of Trieste they will really receive but small 
commiseration at home. Perhaps, however, our 
contemporary dreads the feelings of irritation that 
may be excited in Austria by the knowledge that their 
enemies are being supplied in coal and machinery and 
other warlike stores by British traders. We feel pretty 
confident that Dutch and Danish and American 
traders will be found in plenty to divide with Eng- 
lishmen both the resentment of Austria and the pro- 
fits of the enterprise. We are averse, moreover, to 
effecting changes in our ordinary course of policy 
and legislation through fear of the resentment of a 
forcign power. Nothing could exceed the turpitude 
of Lord Palmerston, in the eyes of the Saturday 
Review, for condescending to bring in a conspiracy 
bill under the apprehension of a French Emperor's 
displeasure. Do we find Lord Palmerston’s critic now 
recommending the policy which was then stigmatized 
as ineffably mean ? 

There is, however, we confess a power which 
ought not to be unnecessarily annoyed. We allude 
to our own commercial body. If the course recom- 
mended by the Saturday Review be followed, and 
Lord Malmesbury draw up a list of articles which 
are absolutely prohibited from exportation, and in 
this list be included “every commodity which could 
possibly be condemned by the Courts of France and 
Austria,”: we fear that British merchants would find 
a state of open war much less oppressive and im- 
poverishing than the neutrality which would keep 
their ships idle in the harbour and their goods rotting 
in the store. 


Insteap of the Church reforming the world, we have 
daily painful proofs that the world has corrupted the 
Church. So far as purity of doctrine and morality 
on the part of her ministers are concerned, the Church 
of Ireland never shone with brighter lustre; but, as 
respects the distribution of her patronage and the 
amount paid to her working ministers, there are too 
many who suppose her government must be apostolic 
because it enjoins on all but a very few the sufferings 
of apostolic poverty. Family connexions, interest of 
friends, political subserviency, a balance at a banker’s, 
a spirited bid at auction marts where “cures of 
souls” are knocked down—these form the most unde- 
niable title to promotion. Ifaman be nothing but 
a scholar or a gentleman—if he be merely so poor a 
thing as a zealous minister or a faithful preacher, he 
is supposed to be but fitted for a curate’s post, and 
our Church rulers think it sinful to remove him from 
a position where his life is a testimony to the value 
of uncomplaining resignation. Should a man seek 
preferment, he will find it by marriage with a bishop's 
niece or daughter; he may obtain it, too, by dancing 
attendance at courts where politics are above reli- 
gion. Is there any wonder that chapels of all sects 
and dcnominations spring up around the de- 
serted parish church where the worn-out curate 
is left, hopeless and broken-hearted, to lec- 
ture charity children till he dies F or that 
the best men prefer voluntary chapels when 
the ministers of the Establishment are taught by ex- 
perience to believe that the road to competence lies 
through sycophancy, not through zeal? Here and 
there you may find an old curate promoted—some 
one who has borne the burden and heat of the 
day until he can no longer bear it; but in 
numerous ‘cases—painfully numerous,—a stranger 
to the parish and the people is placed over the heads 
of those who have worked and toiled, and the curate 
of fifteen years’ standing finds that the death of his 
rector brings to him not promotion but deprivation. 
The novel doctrine that merit in the pastor's office 
entitles to rewards is the worst of heresies in episco- 
paleyes. Why is it that every amelioration which 
has taken place in the condition of the working clergy 
has been wrought not by the nobles of the Church, 
but by laymen friendly to the Church Establishment ? 
Propose to redistribute the wealth of the Estab- 
lishment, hint that past services should be 
the title to promotion, require that the 
officiating priests of the church should receive a sti- 
pend equal to the wages of a tolerable carpenter, 
and you will be set down as a “Jeveller,” an enemy 
of the episcopate and a disturber of the somno- 
lent tranquillity of the church; yct this is a matter 
in which the people are deeply concerned. The 
Church of England was not intended to be a close cor- 
poration yielding princely revenues to a few, but a 
miserable pittance tothe many. A church without 
the people is a contradiction, and the people have a 
deep interest in the efficiency of her teachings, in 
the soundness of her doctrines, and in the position of 
the priesthood. Qwiefa non movere is the maxim of 
every indolent and selfish man who hopes that

of an influential person, who happens fortunately to 
be ready for ordination. We could also mention 
instances in and near the metropolis where the, 
for fifty pounds a year. Eivem this sum: he is glad to 
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a little independenee, but no talent, to go through 
the routine duties of a cursey for no emolument 
whatever. The latter of course cannot complain; 
they are purchasers with notice, but they deprive 
others, who are less fortunate, of the opportunity of 
earning a decent maintenance. 

While the stipend of the curate has remained at the 
minimum limit fixed by law, the price of all com- 
modities necessary for living with a respéctable ap- 
pearance has more than doubled. The expenses of 
education have also increased in proportion. To be 
respected a clergyman must dress respectably, and he. 
must contrive to give some charity to those who are 
but a little poorer than himself. If he marry, how 
can he support a wife and family on £75 a-year? If 
he do not marry, necessity compels the Protestant 
minister to that celibacy which he condemns in the 
Romish Chureh, and many of his most important 
ministrations are rendered impossible or dangerous. 
If he be one of a low standard of intellect, he plods 
upon his weary pilgrimage of a twenty years’ curacy 
in poverty and resignation. If he be talented, after 
vain struggle within the Church he adds the office of 
teacher to his ministerial duties, or becomes 


secretary to a religious society, or director of a | 


clerical assurance company, or takes to farming 
and becomes the shepherd of a remunerating flock. 

The duties of a curacy, except im rare instances, 
are sufficient to occupy a curate’s whole time, pro- 
vided we are to allow him a time for study and 
preparation. He is bound to the Church and her 
people,—for her and them alone should he labour. 
The Church in turn cannot expect men of liberal 
education to enter her service, if the blanks bear so 
large a proportion to the prizes; nor can she hope 
that the people will respect those whose services she 
values at so poor a rate. Men will measure their 
respect to persons or offices by the respect paid to 
them by the authority they serve; and they must 
believe there is something radically erroneous in a 
system which elevates a few to the wealth and sta- 
tion of princes, but consigns thousands to obscurity 
and want, no matter how zealous or faithful they 
may be. The state of the lower members of the 
Church fills every lover of it with shame and regret, 
and for that state it is our duty to find a remedy.

Stretched as 
they now appeared to be across the plain of Piedmont, 
and throwing out flying parties upon all points in their 
front, partly to levy contibutions, but principally, as we 
believe, to divide the attention of the French and to 
cover their own retreat, the Austrian General must 
have had his thoughts much occupied by the con- 
dition of Pavia and Piacenza. It was upon those 
points that the advance of the French and Bardinians 
was most obviously to be dreaded, for Pavia and 
cenza are to the French what Alessandria has been to 
the Austrians. Gyulai thought it rashness, even when
